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Nixon Assures Families 
He Won't Abandon POWs 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - P r e s i­ 
dent Nixon made an unsched­ 
uled visit to a convention of 
families of Am erican POWs to­ 
day and promised that “ under 
no circum stances” would the 
men be abandoned. 
“ We cannot leave their fate 
to the good will of the enem y,” 
Nixon said. 
Nixon said that negotiations 
aimed at ending the war had 
been “ very intensive’’ over the 
past year, but he declined to 
give any specifics for fear that 
it might jeopardize success of 
the negotiations —and because 
"I would not want to raise false 
hopes”. 
Henry A. Kissinger, Nixon’s 
chief negotiator on Vietnam, 
had been expected to address 
the gathering at the Statler 
Hilton Hotel of the National 
League of Fam ilies of Ameri­ 
can Prisoners and Missing in 
Southeast Asia. 
But Nixon told the meeting he 
decided to pre-em pt Kissinger 
because he wanted the oppor- 
:unity to thank the organization 
or supporting his policies in 
Southeast Asia. 
Some 750 persons are attend- 


ing the m eeting, and at Sunday 
night's session, cheers greeted 
a speaker who said antiw ar 
activists such as Cora Weiss 
and David Dellinger were more 
interested in Hanoi's goals than 
getting POWs home. 
Nixon repeated his position 
h at 
w h a te v e r a g r e e m e n t 
.'m erges in Vietnam would not 
include imposition of a Commu­ 
nist governm ent in Saigon, and 
he added: 
“ We shall under no circum ­ 
stances abandon our POWs and 
)ur MIAs. 
“ When 1 use the word aban­ 
don I speak quite deliberately. 
We cannot leave their fate to 
the good will of the enem y.” 
Nixon spoke about eight min­ 
utes in the ballroom of the 
notel, and drew cheers when he 
said “ d ra ft d o d g e rs” would 
have to pay a price for not 
serving their country. 
"It would be the most immo­ 
ral thing I coild think of to give 
am nesty to draft dodgers and 
deserters,” Nixon said. “ Your 
loved ones are paying a price 
for their choice and those who 
deserted A m erica will pay a 
price for their choice." 


Nixon said one of the most 
difficult decisions of his presi­ 
dency was just before going to 
Moscow, May 8. in ordering 
intensified bombing of North 
V ietnam and the mining of its 
harbors. 
He said a m assive 
invasion of the South by North 
\ ietnam had raised the specter 
of defeat, and added: 


“ I could have accepted defeat 
and gone to Moscow hat in hand 
or acted to prevent that defeat. 
I acted.” 


Nixon told the fam ilies of the 
men who are missing or prison­ 
ers of war. 


"1 know it's been a long, long 
vigil. I know how much you 
suffer. I know how much your 
children suffer. 
“ Y ou’ve n ev e r been aw ay 
from my thoughts. You’ve nev­ 
er been away from my prayers. 
T here’s nothing I want more 
than to bring your loved ones 
home. 
I 
will 
never let 
you 
down.” 
This is the third annual con­ 
vention of the largest organiza­ 
tion of prisoner relatives, and 
they cheered at criticism of 
antiw ar activists. 


George Hall, Former Assessor, 
Colorful Marinite Dies At 77 


George W. Hall Sr., for m any 
years a colorful political figure 
in Marin County, died today in 
a local hospital after a lengthy 
illness. He was 77. 
Hall served as Marin County 
Assessor from 1934 to 1958, and 
earlier was a director of the 
Marin Municipal W ater D istrict 
and a Corte M adera town coun­ 
cilm an, beginning his political 
career in the 1920s. 
L ongtim e frien d s rec alle d 
th a t H all 
also w as w idely 
known for m aking hundreds of 
appearances during the years 
as Santa Claus at C hristm as 
season parties for youngsters. 
His pre-Christm as parties in 


the assessor’s office w ere a 
highlight of the festive season. 
He also was known for send­ 
ing hundreds of birthday cards 
and personally w ritten sym pa­ 
th y notes to ac q u a in ta n c e s 
th ro u g h o u t the county each 
year during his long tenure as 
assessor. 
During the middle and late 
1950s, H all’s controversy with 
the board of supervisors and 
g ran d ju ry o v er countyw ide 
p ro p erty re a p p ra is a l and a 
board-ordered changeover in of­ 
fice equ ip m en t, m ad e h e a d ­ 
lines. 
He won court orders continu­ 
ing the status of his office 


operations, 
but lost his 1958 
reelection bid to his then depu­ 
ty, Bert W. Broem mel, who still 
is assessor. 


Rain Raises 


Levels In 


Reservoirs 


The p e rsiste n t mild storm 
that has gripped Northern Cali­ 
fornia for m ore than a week is 
filling Marin Municipal W ater 
D istrict reservoirs and bidding 
to break all records for October 
rainfall totals. 
The storm has dumped 7.08 
inches in the w ater district rain 
gauges — bringing the season 
total to 8.1 inches — according 
to William R. Seeger, district 
m anager. This added 1.8 billion 
gallons to the district’s w ater 
supplies, which had been at a 
critically low ebb due to the 
long, dry winter and spring of 
1971-72, Seeger said. 
The d is tric t’s to tal supply 
now stands at 6.6 billion gal­ 
lons, com pared with 10.3 billion 
gallons a year ago. and 9.2 
billion gallons in 1970, the last 
w inter the re se rv o irs w ere 
filled later in the year. 
By Oct. 16 last year, w ater 
district gauges recorded only .4 
inch total rain, com pared to a 
normal 3.2 inches for the date, 
Seeger added. 
The sto ry w as the sam e 
throughout the Bay Area. San 
Francisco has had the wettest 
October in 82 years, with 5.64 
inches by yesterday. 
The season’s total in Ross 
today was 6.61 inches, with .27 
inch falling in 24 hours ending 
at 8 a.m .; 6.8 inches in Novato 
with .05 inch since yesterday; 
5.01 inches in Petalum a with 
1.57 inches since 8 a.m . Satur­ 
day. Bolinas had the heaviest 
24-hour rainfall in Marin, with 
1.87 inches sin ce y e ste rd a y 
morning. 
The storm turned part of the

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Court Votes Down 
Challenge To War 


Douglas, Brennan 
Dissent Vigorously 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Supreme Court in a 
7-2 vote today rejected one more in a long series 
of legal challenges that the Vietnam war was 
unconstitutional. 
Justices William O. Douglas 
and 
William 
J. Brennan Jr. 
dissented vigorously, saying no 
declaration of w ar had been 
m ade by Congress and that the 
question really was the consti­ 
tutionality of "a presidential 
w ar.” 


The Court acted in a case of 
three Californians who claimed 
Congress illegally delegated its 
w ar declaration powers to the 
President in 1961. It takes the 
vote of four justices to place a 
case on the Court's docket for a 


hearing and an ultim ate form al 
decision. 


In another action, the Court 
declined to hear an appeal of an 
antiw ar group against the use 
by the government of the 1917 
Trading with the Enem y Act to 
prevent the distribution of unso­ 
licited m a teria l m ailed the 
group from North Vietnam. 
In other m ajor actions, the 
C ourt: 
—Refused to delay a lower 
court's order calling for busing 
ol about 14.000 public school 
students in Memphis next Janu­ 
ary. and also refused to speed 
up consideration of a busing 
case from Richmond, Va. 
—Declined to review lower 


court ruling." from Ohio which 
exem pted the auto insurance 
business from federal antitrust 
laws on grounds the state exer­ 
cises regulatory powers in the 
field.

—Agreed to hear a Georgia

WHY SCHOOLS PAY 
The Cost Of Consultants 


By PAT PERRY 
(Last of two articles) 
Why do school districts need 
outside consultants when they 
have adm inistrative staff? 


"1 think most of it is only in 
knotty problem s.” said San Ra­ 
fael Supt. John F Plank. “ Our 
position has been we have an 
adm inistrative staff that's fair­ 
ly well informed and our prob­ 
lems are not too great." 


He said his district uses con­ 
su lta n ts on fed e ra lly funded 
projects and in special educa­ 
tion areas. In-service program s 
fo r te a c h e rs th em selv es a re 
usually conducted by consul­ 
tants. too, he said. 
Three school system s in Ma­ 
rin — San Rafael. Tam alpais, 
and the county schools office — 
spent a total of $33,262 in ex­ 
penditures last fiscal year on 
outside help, Tam alpais High 
School District accounting for 
m ore than $27,000 of the total. 
Robert E. 
Spain, assistant 
c o u n ty 
s u p e rin te n d e n t 
of 
schools, said the use of consul­ 


tants “ is on the increase with 
the explosion of knowledge in 
recent years.” 


His opinion, however, is not 
shared by all other adm inistra­ 
tors Supt. Jam es G. Bunker ot 
the Novato Unified School Dis­ 
trict, an agency which invested 
less than $800 011 outside help 
last year, said this year the 
district has budgeted only $200 
for consultants, and never has 
made extensive use of them. 
Supt. Wilber D. Hawkins of 
the Tam alpais High Schooi Dis­ 
trict said he thought use of 
consultants was “ probably in­ 
creasing because m any school 
districts are reducing personnel 
—they don't have as m any ad­ 
m inistrative positions as there 
once w as.” 
He said that Tam s decentral­ 
ization program would mean 
m ore 
co n su lta n ts 
for 
the 
schools them selves, and fewer 
for the district office. 
W hat do co n su lta n ts and 
schools consult about? Anything 
and everything, from aecount- 


ing to I Q testing, from medi­ 
cal exam inations to educational 
concepts. 


The San Francisco account­ 
ing firm of Main Lafrentz and 
Co. 
was paid $9.340 by the 
Tam alpais district last year for 
helping to update its antiquated 
accounting and data processing 
system 
Availability 
of federal and 
>tate funds to schooi districts, 
meanwhile, has raised a new 
crop of co n su lta n ts, called 
“ fu n d sm en .” T hese consul­ 
tants. for a fee. write projects 
that might qualify for outside 
financial assistance. Some dis­ 
tricts employ their own funds­ 
m en (the M arin C om m unity 
College D istric t does), while 
others use outside experts. 
Still 
another phase of the 
lucrative consultancy field runs 
more on subjective lines. For 
instance, an organization called 
‘‘Problem Solving inc.,” was 
paid $260 by the Tam alpais 
district. According to Superin­ 
tendent H aw kins, the “ Tam 


Task Force" was organized to 
a sse ss stu d e n ts' needs and 
Problem Solving Inc. was paid 
to tell them how. 
The district also hired consul­ 
tants to help the screening com ­ 
m ittee which selected Tam al- 
p ais H ig h 's new ed u c atio n al 
le a d e r. D r 
L aw ren ce S hep­ 
pard. And the Task Force at 
Redwood High Sehool employed 
a consultant. Dr P eter Sherrill, 
who told the task force what to 
do with data accum ulated on 
educational priorities. 
Funds 
intended for consul­ 
tants' fees are generally spread 
around sehool district budgets, 
and the question of hiring a 
consultant is 
usually left to 
departm ent heads. Only in the 
case of m ajor expenditures, as 
in district audits, does approval 
for em ploym ent of consultants 
go before a board of trustees.

tants .dart at around $100 a 
day. adm inistrators say. Cheap­ 
est are professionals already

Israel’s latest air raids on 
Palestinian commando outposts 
in Lebanon and Syria signal a 
new policy of striking at Arab 
guerrillas without provocation, 
an Israeli military source in Tel 
Aviv said today. 
Israeli warplanes hit four Ar­ 
ab guerrilla bases in Southern 
Lebanon and one in Syria Sun­ 
day. The source said the strikes 
marked the advent of Israel’s 
new campaign to strike at guer­ 
rillas whenever and wherever it 
wants without waiting for them 
to first mount attacks from 
across the borders. 
“The VIPs (Israeli officials) 
have been saying this all along, 
and these raids were the mili­ 
tary translation of that,” the 
source said. 
He said guerrilla attacks in 
Europe and the current Arab 
terrorist campaign of mailing 
bombs to Israeli officials have 
changed the situation. 
A nother Isra e li m ilitary 
source said in Tel Aviv that the 
stationing of Syrian troops in 
southern Lebanon disguised as 
Arab guerrillas apparently has 
become a regular practice 
The spokesman said that dur­ 
ing their raid into Lebanon 
Sept. 16-17, Israeli troops cap­ 
tured a number of guerrillas, 
one of whom turned out to be 
Mustafa Abd el-Selam, a Syrian 
regular. 
“According to the informa­ 
tion given in the interrogation 
of the Syrian soldier, it seems 
apparent that the posting to 
Lebanon of Syrian soldiers 
doing their regular army serv­ 
ice, through el Saika (guerrilla 
organization), has become a 
regular practice,” he conclud­ 
ed. 
The captured soldier will not 
be treated as a prisoner of war, 
the spokesman said, because he 
was not wearing a uniform and 
was not a member of a regular 
Syrian unit. He said the man 
will be treated as all guerrilla 
captives, most of whom are put 
on trial.

Secretive On Clash

“At this point we don’t have 
anything we can give you,” a 
Navy spokesman said when 
asked why no details were 
being released, whether a pre­ 
liminary' investigation had been 
completed or even the condi­ 
tions of three men flown to 
shoreside hospitals. 
Also unanswered were wheth­ 
er weapons were involved, what 
sparked the fight, the identities 
of the injured and how many 
were involved. 
All the Navy would add to its 
original tersely worded state­ 
ment announcing the “alterca­ 
tions” between blacks and 
whites was that “there had 
been no previous incidents of 
this nature aboard the Kitty 
Hawk.” 


Strike Settled 
DETROIT (UPI) - Without 
calling it a settlement, United 
Auto Workers Local 25 has 
agreed to return to work tomor­ 
row at the General Motors As­ 
sembly Division Plant in St.

A UAW spokesman here la­ 
beled the St. Louis agreement

WASHINGTON (UPI)-Con- 
gress and President Nixon face 
a showdown this week on what 
Nixon calls “the major domes­ 
tic campaign issue”—his plan 
to place a $250 billion ceiling on 
federal spending this fiscal 
year.

Airport 
control watched its final ap­ 
proach on radar. 


Then, for an unknown reason, 
the Ilyushin 62 airliner belong­ 
ing to Aeroflot, the Soviet air­ 
line, plunged into a pond in 


rolling farmland three miles 
away, killing all aboard. Res­ 
cuers arriving on the scene 
found only the airliner’s T- 
shaped tail above water. 


This 
account 
of Friday 
night’s crash was pieced togeth­ 
er from unofficial Soviet and 
Western airline sources. If true, 
it would make the disaster the 
worst in aviation history, sur­ 
passing the 162 killed in a July, 
1971, mid-air collision over Ja­ 
pan.

BELFAST (UPD-A spokes­ 
man for the militant Protestant 
Ulster Defense Association said 
today an undisclosed number of 
American veterans of the Viet­ 
nam War are training Protes­ 
tant Irishmen in guerrilla war­ 
fare. 


Northern Ireland’s three-year 
fatality toll rose to 695 this 
weekend with the death of four 
more persons. 


The spokesman for the UDA 
said an undisclosed number of 
veterans of Vietnam . “ ap­ 
proached us and offered their 
services. We don’t pay them 
but we look after their needs.”

ports said. 
The incident occurred at an 
artillery base 20 miles south of 
Pleiku City and 210 miles north 
of Saigon, UPI reporter Matt 
Franjola said. 
He said the helicopter landed 
at the outpost on Highway 14 to 
pick up a wounded U.S. adviser 
who was hit by mortar frag­ 
ments. The chopper came un­ 
der heavy Communist recoilless 
rifle and mortar fire, killing the 
pilot and wounding five crew­ 
men. 
In the air war over North 
Vietnam, the U.S. command 
said today Navy pilots Sunday 
destroyed 1,500 barrels of fuel 
and sent smoke billowing to 
10.000 feet in heavy raids 
against a petroleum depot out­ 
side Vinh. the country’s second 
largest city. The command also 
disclosed the loss of an Air 
Force F4 Phantom jet fighter- 
bomber over the North last 
Thursday and said it was pre­ 
sumed shot down by a Commu­ 
nist MIG fighter. The two crew­ 
men were reported missing. 
Franjola said fighting contin­ 
ued into the late afternoon 
south of Pleiku and that the 
highway was cut south of the 
city, a province capital. 
Navy pilots also reported de­ 
stroying three highway bridges 


south of Vinh. They attacked 
numerous suspected supply 
caches around the port city of 
200,000 people and command 
spokesmen said three U.S. Na­ 
vy vessels fired their five-inch 
guns on the Yen My supply 
storage area 19 miles northwest 
of Vinh. 
South Vietnamese spokesmen 
said government troops Sunday 
killed 89 Communists in heavy 


fighting along Highway 13 
about 22 miles north of Saigon. 
Military sources said South Vi­ 
etnamese troops reopened the 
highway today after it had been 
cut for 10 days but that fighting 
was still in progress. 
The spokesmen said Highway 
1 between Saigon and Xuan 
Loc, a province capital 38 miles 
of the capital, remained closed 
today.

The controversial Phase II 
report of the county’s balanced 
transportation program will be 
discussed again tomorrow by 
the Marin County Board of Su­ 
pervisors.

The report is a forecast of 
transportation needs in 1990 if 
Marin is to reduce its reliance 
on the automobile.

CHICAGO (UPI) - Eight 
members of a black militant 
gang called “ De Mau Mau” 
were charged Sunday with mur­ 
dering nine persons, including 
the victims of two execution- 
style slayings of white families.

College and dishonorably dis­ 
charged Vietnam veterans, 
were described by police as 
“the ringleaders and trigger- 
men” of a gang that selected its 
victims at random. 
Police said the slayings, some 
of which date back to last 
spring, appeared to be racially 
motivated and were linked to­ 
gether by ballistic test results. 
The eight were charged in the 
murders of wealthy insurance 
executive Paul C orbett, his 
wife, step-daughter and sister- 
in-law in Barrington Hills, an 
exclusive Chicago suburb; the 
slaying of three members of the 
Stephen Hawtree family in ru­ 
ral Monee, 111., the killings of 
Army Spec 5 William Richter in 
Highland Park, 111., and Mi­ 
chael Gerchenson, a Southern 
Illinois University student. All 
the victims were white. 
“ We are hopeful we can solve 
a number of other terrible kill­ 
ings in the area,” Sheriff Rich­ 
ard Elrod said.

“Nothing much was ever tak­ 
en so I doubt robbery was a 
prime motive. From the state­ 
ments we received, it appears 
the crimes may have been ra­ 
cially motivated,” he said. 


Dr. Charles Hurst, president 
of Malcolm X City College said 
members of the gang were ex­ 
pelled from the college last 
spring after they beat and in­ 
timidated students and teach­ 
ers. 


He said De Mau Mau was 
formed in Vietnam and the men 
got together when they re ­ 
turned with dishonorable dis­ 
charges to the United States. 


He said he did not know how 
many members were in the 
gang.

Paul Cook, an ex-convict and 
frequent visitor to Marin courts 
in his campaign to protest pris­ 
on conditions, was shot to death 
last weekend in an Oakland 
halfway house. 
Cook wfis gunned down Satur­ 
day at Alternative House, a 
home for ex-convicts, and a 
friend who helped him found 
the facility was arrested, held 
on suspicion of murdering him. 
Cook, 32, was paroled from 
San Quentin in March 1970. He 
said he had been prison cell­ 
m ate of both Ruchell Magee, 
charged in connection with the 
1970 Civic Center shoot-out. and 
George Jackson. Soiedad Broth­ 
er, who died in a bloody 1971 
San Quentin escape attempt. 
After he was out of prison, 
Cook, often clad in chains 
which he said symbolized the 
plight of prisoners, lectured 
widely at high schools. He was 
a frequent spectator during 
trials of black militants, includ­ 
ing Angela Davis. 
In August he won the right to 
appear in a Marin Municipal 
courtroom wearing the turban 
he maintained was a religious 
headdress and which a bailiff 
had claimed was merely a hat 
which had to be removed.

the best interests of the public 
to have a rink here at all.” 
Dan went to court, muttering 
about free enterprise, captains 
of industry, and Horatio Alger. 
His attorney argued that the 
board was arbitrary and capri­ 
cious. 
The court turned him down. 
The city has broad powers to 
issue or deny licenses, it said. 
It didn't seem that Dan would 
be able to prevent disturbances 
around his building. Further, 
his rink would cause traffic 
congestion, and police said that 
in the past there had been riots, 
fighting and thefts around simi­ 
lar rinks. The court added that 
there was “ substantial evi­ 
dence” to support the local 
licensing board’s ruling. It did 
not abuse its discretion in refus­ 
ing the license. 
A city cannot deny business 
licenses without good reason. If 
it has laws, they must set 
carefully written standards to 
guide the licensing boards. It 
cannot deny a license to a book 
store just because it thinks it 
will not like the books sold. 
Standards cannot be vague, 
such as “a feeling that the 
clientele would be undesir­ 
able.” 
The local licensing boards 
must support their decisions by 
solid evidence. If a board says 
that there will be traffic prob­ 
lems, or thefts, or fights, it 
m ust have reasonable proof 
that this is so. 
If the board grants you a 
license, and later tries to take it 
away, you again have a right to 
hearing and review. But here 
you’re in a better position. Just 
because a few patrons may 
have acted up is not grounds to 
revoke your license. The board 
has to prove you haven’t been 
running your business properly 
before it can put you out of 
business by revoking your li­ 
cense.

Warning On State Fuel Depletion 


SANTA MONICA iUPI)— Cal­ 
ifornia faces power shortages 
and depleted fuel reserves by 
the end of the century unless 
action is taken soon to slow 
down the sta te 's excessive 
growth in the use of electricity, 
the Rand Corp. said today. 


The warning came in a pair 
of reports prepared by Rand at 
the request of the California 
State Assembly. 


The reports w ill be presented 
at a hearing in Los Angeles 
Tuesday of the assembly’s sub­ 
committee on state electrical 
energy policy. 


The research by Rand, an 
independent non-profit organi­ 
zation engaged in research and 
analysis on problems of Ameri­ 
can security and public wel­ 
fare. was funded by the assem ­ 
bly, 
the 
N ational 
Science 
Foundation and the Rockefeller 
Foundation. 
One of the Rand reports noted 
that the rate of growth in de­ 
mand for electricity in Califor­ 
nia is so great that the state’s 
electric utilities eventually will 
be unable to keep up w ith it and 
at the same time maintain cur­ 
rent and projected environmen­ 
tal quality standards. The re­ 
port 
recommended action to 
reduce drastically the use of 
electricity during the next 30 
years.

offices and farm s—used 123 bil­ 
lion kilowatt hours of elctricity 
in 1970. the Rand reports said, 
but that figure is expected to 
increase to 848 billion kilowatt 
hours by the end of the century 
at the current rate of growth. 
If stringent slow-down poli­ 
cies were enacted and were 


effective, they said, then the 
use of electricity by the year 
2000 could be held to as littie as 
418 billion kilowatts. 
In order to curtail the rapid 
grow’th in electricity consump­ 
tion. Doctor and Anderson said, 
the state must begin soon to 
implement policies that would 
lead to: 
—Substitution of gas for elec­ 
tricity in new installations of 
space heating, cooking, clothes 
drying, water heating, refriger­ 
ation and central air condition­ 
ing. 
—Use of solar energy for 
space heating, space cooling 
and water heating; 
—Better thermal insulation of 
new buildings and homes; 
—Improvement in the effi­ 
ciency of room-sized air condi­ 
tioning units; 
—R educing the am ount of 
electricity required for lighting, 
and; 
—Construction of more “ low 
energy use" buildings. 
The Rand researchers said 
nine end uses of electricity ac­ 
count for 80 per cent of its 
consumption in residences— re­ 
f r i g e r a t i o n , lig h tin g , s p a c e 
heating, television, air condi­ 
tioning, cooking, water heating, 
food 
freezing 
and 
clothes 
drying. 
And three of those—space 
heating, air conditioning and 
water heating—account for 70 
p er cent of the anticipated 
growth 
rate in the 
average 
household during the next three 
decades. 
But. Doctor said, more than 
two thirds of the house heating, 
house cooling and water heat­ 
ing requirements could be han­ 
dled by solar energy if that 
source of heat could be utilized 
economically. 
Steps the state could take to 
cut down the rate growth. Doc-

tor and Anderson said, included 
encouraging voluntary reduc­ 
tion through consumer educa­ 
tion; taxation and pricing poli­ 
cies to discourage excessive use 
of electricity; financial incen­ 
tives to develop a solar heating 
industry, and policies th at 
would bar some practices, such 
as the construction of uninsulat­ 
ed buildings. 


They also encouraged devel­ 
opment of the large geothermal 
field of superheated water and 
hot rocks underlying the Impe­ 
rial Valley. The geo th erm al 
field may have up to 30,000 
megawatts of potential electric­ 
ity. they said. 


The Doctor-Anderson report 
stressed the im p o rtan ce of 
switching from electricity to 
gas for many uses in homes, 
stores, plants and other struc­ 
tures. 
“ Electricity is more efficient 
than gas at the point of end 
use," they acknowledged. “ But 
the process of generating elec­ 
tricity by burning gas under a 
boiler at a steam-electric gen­ 
erating plant is so inefficient 
that the overall process of ge­ 
neration, transmission and end 
use in almost every case re­ 
quires more energy than if gas 
were 
burned directly 
in the 
household to achieve the sam e 
end use.” 
And air pollution is substan­ 
tially reduced, they said, if gas 
is burned at the point of end use 
rather than used to generate 
electricity. 
The Doctor-Anderson team 
suggested the state consider a 


“ go-slow” policy on new nucle­ 
ar power plants, which now are 
planned to form the backbone 
of California’s future electricity 
supply system. 


Besides the risk of nuclear 
accident, they said, there is the 
still unsolved problem of dis­ 
posing of high level radioactive 
wastes which remain dangerous 
lor thousands of years. 
There is also the physical 
problem of locating as many as 
130 
new 
power plants, 
they 
said, particularly if the plants 
were located along the coast 
line. 
A preliminary screening of 
the state’s coast indicated there 
are only 17 parcels of land with 
a total length of 55 miles that 
meet even the most general 
criteria 
for sites of nuclear 
power plants. 
The Rand researchers also 
sounded a warning about de­ 
pleting fuel resources, not only 
in California but nationwide.

The belt, which was wrapped 
around his neck, was attached 
to a cabinet in the housecar, 
according to Coroner’s Deputy 
Donald L. Cornish, who report­ 
ed Quintile was a native of 
P en n sy lv an ia and his wife, 
Je an n e , lives in Finchtow n, 
N.J. 
According to Sausalito Police, 
he was reportedly despondent 
over marital difficulties.

San Rafael residents, at least 
the some 200 who attended Sat­ 
urday's first town meeting held 
at Dominican College, want to 
get more involved in local gov­ 
ernment. 
The them e of resolutions 
passed at the end of the s e s ­ 
sions was a request for citizens' 
advisory committees to deal 
with such matters as housing, 
redevelopment, open space and 
architectural approval. 
Although there was no criti­ 
cism in the resolutions of the 
city council, there was strong 
evidence that m any citizens 
want to Ik * in on the planning 
stage of various m atters —and 
not on an individual level. 
There was approval of the 
proposed redevelopment ot the 
downtown, canal and Francisco 
Boulevard sections of San Ra­ 
fael —but a strong indication 
that not many people under­ 
stand the procedures. 
Those attending the meeting 
also wanted p reserv a tio n of 
open space, more recreational 
facilities and housing facilities 
for people of various incomes. 
In addition 
to subjects of 
m ore general in te rest, one 
morning workshop dealing with 
“ pet peeves” took up such per­ 
sonal problems as. “ How do I 
get a stop sign at my corner?” 
City officials were on hand to 
answer questions and other " re ­ 
source people" participated in 
the various workshops, attend­ 
ed by a mix of civic leaders, 
businessmen, 
conservationists 
and people who usually don’t 
participate in civic affairs. 
“ Both sides of the hill (Puerto 
Suello) were represented.” in 
the words of one of the meet­ 
ing’s planners. 
Television reporter Ron Ma­ 
jors. who had opened the town 
meeting with comments and 
slides of San Rafael, said there 
"are no hard and fast answers” 
to the city’s problems and the 
residents’ desires. 
Some of the suggestions that 
came out of the meeting were 
specific — such as a recom­ 
mendation for a city architec­ 
tural review board — others 
were merely requests that com­ 
mittees be set to study various 
problems. 
Those attending the final ses­ 
sion (the crowd had dwindled 
by about half by the time reso­ 
lutions were adopted» indicated 
they do not want city council- 
men to serve on city commis­ 
sions and boards, although the 
vote was not unanimous. 
Out of the housing workshop 
cam e reco m m en d atio n s that 
the city council continue to use 
such methods of assuring hous­ 
ing for the ie.-*s affluent as the 
recent 
addition of 100 more 
leased housing slots. 
A more specific suggestion- 
was that the city ad v ertise 
widely tax benefits for older 
citizens.

groups wanted developers to be 
required to donate usable land 
for open space and other recre­ 
ation. 


The former group also saw a 
need for neighborhood recrea­ 
tional centers and public access 
to San Rafael waterways.

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MARITIME ACADEMY 
School Mokes 
Major Changes 


VA LLEJO 11'PI) -The Cali­ 
fornia Maritime Academy, the 
only school of its kind or, the 
West Coast, is undergoing some 
of the biggest changes since its 
founding in 1929 
The academy financed with 
state funds, is a training school 
which turns out most of the 
merchant marine officers on 
the West Coast 
The school, threatened briefly 
by the state government’s 
budget axe earlier this year, 
got a new superintendent in 
August and is nou gearing for a 
future that may even include a 
female “ midshipperson." 
Heading the school is Rear 
Adm..Joseph P. Rizza. a retired 
Navy captain who served in 
Vietnam as the righthand man 
to Adm. Elmo Zumwall, now 
chief of Naval Operations. 
“ I eliminated some of the 
‘Mickey Mouse’ rules at the 
academy and cut down on the 
number of uniforms the mid­ 
shipmen have to have.” Rizza 
said in his office at the campus, 
located on the shores of a deep- 
water channel on San Francisco 
Bay. 
*T also liberalized the liberty 
regulations and established a 
midshipmen's council that 
meets with me once a month.” 
A look at the long hair on 
some of the future merchant 
marine officers marching on 
the campus is a good indication 
that things are changing 
But the biggest change is yet 
to come 
Tied up about a football 
field's length frm the superin­ 
tendent’s office is the Golden 
Bear, a cargo liner that serves 
us a "floating classroom" for 
the 210 students. 
“ That’s being fixed up for 
any future women students,” 
said John Keever. an academy 
instructor, as he'-pointed to a 
state room on the forward end 
of the ship. 
"The admiral said to have it 
ready to receive them on 36 
hours’ notice if necessary,” he 
said. 
Female sailors became a pos­ 
sibility when the California leg­ 
islature struck the word 
"male” from requirement for 
admission. 
Kizza doesn't foresee any 
problems if women are admit­ 
ted to next year’s class. He said 
men students are required to 
live in the academy’s dormitory 
but women could reside off 
campus until suitable housing is 
built. 
Most of the students seemed 
in favor of going coed. 
" It ’s such a flash after two 


$60,000 Charge 
Was Biggest-Ever 


N EW Y O R K (U P I)—The 
record for the largest single 
charge on an individual credit 
card is $60.000—for an African 
safari for a wealthy Californian 
and some friends—according to 
the Diners Club.

years of no girls." said William 
Meachum of San Diego.

The academy was almost 
dropped from the state budget 
this year after critics com­ 
plained it was not "relevant” 
and too m any graduates were 
not finding work. 
Most of the criticism came 
when the maritime industry 
was not faring well, but acade­ 
my backers insisted that 90 per 
cent of the students did. in fact, 
find jobs although many were 
shore-based 
Eventually, a bill was passed 
that breathed new life into the 
apparently doomed institution 
and gave it hope 
But it also 
broadened the mission of the 
academy. 
"The opportunities for our 
graduates to rise in the modern 
transportation industry without 
broader professional training 
and education are lim ited." 
said Rizza. 
A quick walk through the 67- 
acre campus now finds classes 
busy in the engineering build­ 
ing. with its scores of ship 
engines, working on marlin 
spike seamanship or on board 
the Golden Bear. 
"Some people in the academ­ 
ic world thought we were too 
practical.” said Dr. David H. 
(¿rover, the academic dean. 
"Our curriculum is going to 
be brought up to date but not at 
the sacrifice of our practical 
training." 
Rizza points out that today 
the academy has a number of 
graduates who do not stay with 
shipboard life. Many, he said, 
end up as executives with ship­ 
ping firms, port captains or 
pilots. 
In the future, they’ll probably 
be even more grads who use 
their sea legs in an executive’s 
chair. 
"It is essential to prepare 
them to assume positions re­ 
quiring executive and adminis­ 
trative ability in all phases of 
the maritime industry,” Rizza 
said.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
What company is building two 
major hotels simultaneously in 
the dowhtown section of a ma­ 
jor city?

Student Sessions 
Banned After 
Slur At Queen 


STIRLING, Scotland (U P li- 
Officials at Stirling University 
today imposed a ban on student 
meetings in the school’s build­ 
ings following a drunken dem­ 
onstration against Queen Eliza­ 
beth there last week. 
Sir Derek Lang, secretary of 
the university, said the ban was 
imposed to head off possible 
clashes between students who 
participated in the demonstra­ 
tion and those who opposed it. 
The ban forced the cancella­ 
tion today of a meeting called 
by opponents of the demonstra­ 
tion to enlist support for an 
attempt to reorganize the uni­ 
versity’s student council. 
"We are simply safeguarding 
university property and univer­ 
sity personnel in case there was 
any kind of trial of strength or 
any kind of battling or fight­ 
ing,’’Lang said. 
During the demonstration, 
several hundred students drink­ 
ing beer and wine shouted ob­ 
scenities, made obscene ges­ 
tures. set off a stink bomb and 
jostled members of the queen’s 
entourage. They said they were 
protesting the cost of the 
queen’s visit. 


Asian Fighting

WASHINGTON (UPD - A 
cease-fire in Vietnam would not 
mean that fighting would stop 
elsewhere in .Southeast Asia, 
according to the admiral who 
used to command U.S. forces in 
the Pacific. 
Adm. John S. McCain Jr. said 
Sunday in a copyrighted inter­ 
view published in U.S. News & 
World Report that Communist 
forces will intensify their pres­ 
sure in Laos. Cambodia and 
Thailand as the position of the 
South Vietnamese ‘‘becomes 
more solid.” 
"In my view, the Communists 
operating in Laos and Cambod­ 
ia are going to continue to fight 
for some time,” McCain said.

The fact that these conserva­ 
tive investors are willing to pay 
20 per cent more for the speetu- 
lar architecture of the new Re­ 
gencies than for conventional 
building.» would cost convinces 
Ihe Hyatt organization that it 
has found the secret of success­ 
ful hotels for the 1970s. 
The extra space, the geome­ 
tric lines, the glass elevators 
and the revolving rooftop res­ 
taurants are "more than offset 
by the returns,” says Friend 
"Our occupancy and earning 
record are substantially better 
than the industry as a whole.” 


Navy Activates 
F I4 Tomcats 


SAN DIEGO (UPI)—The Na­ 
vy has formally activated two 
squadrons of the F14 Grumman 
Tomcats, the first new fighter 
plane to be placed in service by 
the Navy in 14 years. 


Navy Secretary John M. War­ 
ner activated the Tomcats dur­ 
ing ceremonies Saturday after 
flying one of the planes in from 
Point Mugu and terming the 
trip "the thrill of a lifetime.” 


The plane is designed to fly at 
2.000 miles an hour—more than 
twice the speed of sound— and 
carries three types of missiles: 
the heat-seeking Sidewinder, 
the medium-range Sparrow, 
and the long-range Hughes 
Phoenix missile.

National Poll 


NEW 
YORK 
(U PI)—Sen. 


George McGovern has gained 
nine percentage points on Pres­ 


ident Nixon but still trails by 57 


per cent to 27 per cent, accord­ 


ing to a nationwide poll pub­ 


lished Sunday by Time maga­ 


zine. 


The poll was conducted for 


Time and The New York Times 


by Daniel Yankelovich, Inc. by 
telephone between Oct. 1 and 
Oct. 10. Some 2,323 registered 


voters were interviewed in 16 
key states, which constitute 62 
per cent of the total electoral 
vote. Time said. 


“ Only something as dramatic 
as sudden collapse of confid­ 
ence in Mr. Nixon’s Vietnam 
policies is likely to close the 
gap entirely,” Yankelovich 
said. 


The last poll conducted by 
Yankelovich for Time and The 
Times, between Aug. 25 and 
Sept. 12, showed Nixon leading 
McGovern by a margin of 62 
per cent to 23 per cent. 


The latest poll indicates that 
the issue of the bugging of the 
National Democratic headquar­ 
ters in the Watergate apart­ 
ment complex has had little 
impact on voters, the magazine 
said. 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-Presi- 
dent Nixon has until Tuesday to 
make a decision on an election 
season dilemma—whether to 
veto as inflationary a $26.4 bil­ 
lion program to fight water 
pollution. 
Nixon returned to the White 
House Sunday night from his 
Camp David, Md., retreat, and 
aides said he still was ponder­ 
ing the water bill issue. 
Congress passed the huge 
program by large majorities, 
ignoring Nixon’s plea for a $6 
billion expenditure over a simi­ 
lar three-year period. The Pres­ 
ident, concerned over large fed­ 
eral deficits and determined to 
prevent a tax increase next 
year, has branded the $26.4 
billion plan as inflationary. He 
has until Tuesday to decide 
whether to veto the measure. 


Environmentalists, members 
of Congress, mayors and gover­ 
nors have mounted a campaign 
to attempt to persuade Nixon to 
sign the bill. 
Nixon is expected to stay 
close to Washington in the im­ 
mediate future while Congress 
attempts to end its session this 
week and adjourn. The Presi­ 
dent, however, is expected to 
step up his campaigning for re- 
election the last two weeks be­ 
fore the Nov. 7 balloting. 
On Sunday, Nixon made a 
paid political radio broadcast in 
which he said his administra­ 
tion had “ fought the frightening 


trend of crime and anarchy to a 
standstill.” 
“ During the eight years from 
the end of the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration until we took office 
in 1969, serious crime in the 
United States had skyrocketed 
by 122 per cent,” Nixon said. 
“ There were predictions that it 
would double once again during 
the following four years. Those 
predictions have not come 
true.” 
Nixon said the campuses

No Bomb Found 
In Jet Threat 


LAS VEGAS. Nev. (L’PI) - 
Authorities today are investi­ 
gating a telephoned bomb 
threat that forced a 747 passen­ 
ger jet to make an unscheduled 
landing here while en route 
from Dallas to Honolulu. 
The Braniff International jet­ 
liner carrying 286 passengers 
was diverted Sunday after a 
caller told the Braniff office in 
Dallas that explosives were 
aboard the craft. Details of the 
conversation or any demands 
were not disclosed. 
Passengers were led off the 
craft while crews searched 
more than three hours for a 
bomb. None was found, the 
plane was then reloaded and 
resumed the flight to Hawaii.

McGovern Promises New Jobs 
In War-To-Peace Conversion 


LOS AN G ELES (UPI) - 
George S. McGovern today 
pledged that if elected presi­ 
dent he would create “ in the 
earliest days” of his adminis­ 
tration two million new jobs by 
pumping $10 billion into hous­ 
ing, transportation, pollution 
control and public service jobs. 
The Democratic presidential 
candidate said he would act 
even before beginning a pro­ 
posed three-year $32 billion cut­ 
back in military spending 
which he predicted eventually 
would provide 15 jobs for every 
10 phased out. 
Speaking to a conversion con­ 
ference of defense and aero­ 
space labor leaders, McGovern 
said, “ For you, it is a choice 
between the constant fear of 
losing your job, or the security 
of stable, secure employment.” 
In a prepared speech, he add­ 
ed “ it is a choice between the 
frustrations of building more 
overkill, or the satisfaction of 
work that improves life.” 
He assured the labor leaders, 
concerned that a McGovern ad­ 
ministration would create 
wholesale unemployment in 
aerospace and defense indus­ 
tries, that he would not elimi­ 
nate “ a single job” until anoth­ 
er job was available. 
He said “ Despite all the Re­ 
publican fear tactics you are 
seeing in this campaign, the 
truth is that in America today 
we can find more jobs in war 
than in peace.” 
He said that the first step 
towards shifting to a peacetime 
economy would come with “ an 
immediate $10 billion invest­ 
ment in new and rehabilitated 
housing, transportation, pollu­ 
tion control, and public service 
jobs. That would generate 


about 2 million new jobs with­ 
out even considering the appli­ 
cation of military savings to 
civilian needs.” 
He also promised the reform 
of pension systems, so no work­ 
ers would lose retirement rights 
when switching jobs and “ suffi­ 
cient adjustment benefits” for 
those 
workers 
who 
suffer 
through a transfer from defense 
oriented industry. 
McGovern’s speech came just 
before his campaign took him 
to Texas—a state even his most 
optimistic strategists consider 
very difficult for the Democrats 
to carry—and after the Demo­ 
cratic presidential candidate 
was jarred by the latest Gallup 
Poll which shows him unable to 
significantly close the gap 
against President Nixon. 
McGovern, seemingly obli­ 
vious to the results of the latest 
Gallup Poll which shows him 
trailing Nixon by 26 per cent 
nationally, Sunday enjoyed one

N.Y. Restaurant 
Shortage Claim 


NEW YORK (AP) - For the 
average metropolitan worker, 
the lunch break, once a relax­ 
ing respite from the workday 
routine, has become one of the 
most frustrating periods of the 
day. 
“ Here in the nation’s most 
crowded city, for exam ple, 
there are only about 5,000 res­ 
taurants, ranging from pizza 
p arlo rs to gourm et p laces,” 
said Alan Emerick, president of 
the Great Bear Spring Compa­ 
ny. “ Yet there are some 3.5 
million office workers search­ 
ing for a lunch-time oasis.” 
Since the average restaurant 
can serve only about 150 din­ 
ners between noon and 2 p.m., 
. only about 500,000 workers each 
day can enjoy a restaurant 
lunch, Emerick added. 


Eating Out Is In 
For Americans

Three Propositions 
Deserve 'Yes' Votes 


T h r e e p ro p o sitio n s on the 
Nov. 
t ballot to which we can 
give our endorsement are Nos. 
6, 7 and 21. 


Proposition 6 m erely moves 
some of the 
articles in the 
C a lifo rn ia 
C o n stitu tio n 
into 
m o re a p p r o p r i a t e locations, 
cleaning up some confusion in 
arran g em en t left by previous 
revisions, and makes a couple 
of minor, unimportant changes. 
It is a little more of the “ house­ 
keeping 
.job” 
that 
has 
been 
under way for several years as 
result of the work of the Consti­ 
tution Revision Commission. 


P roposition 7 in c o rp o r a te s 
the open presidential prim ary 
— which was approved by the 
voters in June — into the sec­ 
tion of the state constitution 
covering elections. It also re­ 
m o v e s the p r e s e n t r e q u i r e ­ 
ments on residency qualifica­ 
tions of voters, some of which 
are 
in 
conflict 
with 
federal 
court decisions, and specifies 
that the Legislature shall set 
residency requirements. 
Proposition 21 
is generally 
referred to as the “ anti-bussing 
initiative” or the Wakefield ini­ 
tiative” — the latter from As­ 
s e m b l y m a n Floyd L. W a k e ­ 
f i e l d , 
R - D o w n e y , 
w h o 
sponsored it. 
A lot of high feelings have 
been generated over this one. 
Opponents declare it is “ rac­ 
ist,” would set back integration 
of schools, etc. Some of the 
proponents are equally uptight, 
contending it is necessary to 
save California schools from 
some 
kind of left-wing take­ 
over. 


ALL 
THIS 
IS is a lot of 
nonsense. What Proposition 21 
proposes to do is very simple — 
and is in line with decisions of 
the 
U nited S ta te s S u p r e m e 
Court. 
Proposition 21 would add this 
to the Education Code (NOT to 
the constitution): 
“ No public school s tu d e n t 
shall, 
b e c a u se of his ra c e . 


creed, or color, be assigned to 
or 
be 
required 
to attend 
a 
particular school.” 
This is almost exactly what 
the U.S. Supreme Court said in 
the case from which all subse­ 
quent school desegregation de­ 
cisions 
s p r a n g : 
B row n 
vs. 
Board of Education of Topeka, 
Kans., 
back in 
1954. 
Except 
that the Supreme Court did not 
mention creed. 
O liv e r 
Brow n, 
a 
N egro, 
brought suit because his daugh­ 
ter, 
Linda, 
was 
required 
to 
take a bus across Topeka to 
attend a school for Negroes. He 
wanted her to attend her neigh­ 
borhood school. 
The Supreme Court said that 
it was unconstitutional to re­ 
quire Linda to attend a differ­ 
ent school because of her race. 


PROPOSITION 21 also would 
repeal what is known as the 
Bagley Act,” sections which 
M arin -S o n o m a A s s e m b ly m a n 
William T. Bagley succeeded in 
putting into the Education Code 
last year. These require each 
school district to m ake an an­ 
n u a l s c h o o l - b y - s c h o o l a n d 
grade-by-grade 
survey of its 
schools to m ake sure that the 
r a c i a l 
m i x tu r e 
is 
u n ifo rm 
throughout the district. 
Bagley promoted this in be­ 
lief it was necessary to prevent 
federal courts from breaking 
up or c o m b in in g C alifo rn ia 
school districts. However, the 
U.S. Supreme Court ruled last 
year, in Swann vs. Charlotte- 
M ec k le n b u rg School D istric t, 
that it is not necessary for a 
school to have grade-by-grade 
integration, nor for it to have 
all its schools reflect similar 
ra c ia l p ro p o rtio n s. T h a t Su­ 
prem e Court decision even spe­ 
cifically recognized that there 
can be all-white or all-black 
schools within a district without 
violating the Constitution. So 
the “ Bagley A ct” appears to 
have become unnecessary bag­ 
gage, requiring another set of 
m e a n i n g l e s s r e p o r t s f r o m 
school districts.

Answer To Bagley 
On Proposition 14 


Several statem ents by local officials 
deploring Proposition 14 — the Watson 
Initiative — have appeared lately and 
Assemblyman Bagley has sent out a 
new sletter telling how much better the 
late, unlam ented Moretti-Bagley tax re­ 
form (?) bill would have been. It seem s to 
me that both classes of objections should 
be viewed objectively. 


First, the attitude of the local official 
(councilmen and school board mem bers) 
is understandable; they do not want any 
restrictions on their present power to 
extract money from the citizenry at will 
- their will. However, that doesn’t mean 
that the people should go along with the 
idea and abdicate our power to decide 
how we shall be taxed. 


Second, let’s exam ine the provisions of 
Mr. Bagley’s pet bill AB-1000. The Cali­ 
fornia T axpayers’ Association (which so 
far has taken no position on Proposition 
14) strongly opposed AB 1000 because it 
was not tax reform , but an out-and-out 
tax 
increase. 
The proponents of the 
m easure estim ated the increase at $1 
billion per year . . . 


Inveighing against Proposition 14, Mr. 
Bagley states that “ homeowners pay 
only 30 per cent of the total property 
tax." It would be interesting to know the 
source of his obvious approxim ation . . . 
The U.S. Com merce D epartm ent states 
that 60 per cent of the property tax in 
California is paid by residential property 
owners . . . 


As to his claim that the m easure is 
underfunded, this is typical governm ental 
arrogance. It assum es that the state has 
a right to extort taxes to support it in a 
m anner to which it likes to become 
accustomed. 
The argum ent would 
be 
more convincing if the legislature would 
force some economies in both its own 
(and staff) salaries and expenses and the 
state universities. 
I hope this letter will cause people to 
think carefully on this subject and vote to 
take more of the taxing powers back into 
their own hands.

CINCINNATI. Ohio - No Republican 
has ever been elected President without 
carrying the state of Ohio. 
By every m easure of voter opinion, 
Richard Nixon will carry Ohio this year.

He could win Ohio but lose 
widely enough elsewhere to be defeated. 
But Ohio — with its 25 electoral votes

ONE THING is evident: Ohio Republi­ 
can leaders are not looking at the favora­ 
ble polls and going to sleep. They relish 
the Nixon lead and are working hard to 
keep it. 
State chairm an John Andrews, Repub­ 
lican National Com m itteem an Ray Bliss, 
n a tio n a l c o m m itte e w o m a n M a rth a 
Moore, and the chairm an of the Ohio 
Com mittee to Re-Elect the President. 
Charles Ross, are a form idable team . 
One reason they are form idable is that 
they have their own goal in this cam ­ 
paign, and they are not counting on the 
President or Agnew or others to do it all. 
Their goal is not to give Mr. Nixon just 
another squeaker in Ohio, like the thin 
90,000-vote m argin four years ago, but 
som ething in the order of a one million- 
vote victory which they hope will give a 
solid m andate to the President and send 
a m essage to Congress. 
These Ohio Republican leaders do not 
think they are being fanciful or wishful. 
They know their hope may exceed their 
reach, but are spurred by their convic­ 
tion that if they can help give Mr. Nixon 
the m assive vote they now see in the 
m aking, they will have done their share 
— or more — to turn a m inority party 
into a m ajority party destined to shape 
national policy for a num ber of years to 
come. 


IT WAS HERE in 1960 that Ray Bliss 
began to pick up the pieces of the 
Republican Party m achine after it had 
oeen shattered two years earlier when 


Sen. 
John Bricker and nearly every 
Republican state candidate went down to 
hum iliating defeat. The GOP won only 
one statewide office and lost both houses 
of the legislature. 
Bliss is a quiet, superficially unim pres­ 
sive party-builder who achieved im pres­ 
sive results. 
Two years after the debacle of 1958, 
Ohio Republicans won just about every­ 
thing. They recaptured both houses of the 
state legislature and elected 17 of the 
state's 24 congressmen —the highest 
percentage of Republican congressmen 
of any big state in the Union. 
Since then, they have kept on this 
winning path except when Sen. Barry 
Goldwater proved too great a load to 
carry in 1964. They control the legisla­ 
ture. Both senators are Republican. They 
still have the sam e high percentage of 
GOP congressmen. 


HERE IS WHERE 
Bliss' practical 
theory of elective politics comes into 
play. It is no secret. He has told his 
colleagues: “ We can win any tim e we 
have three things — (1) good candidate. 
(2) good organization, (3) good financing." 
This year Andrews and company are 
convinced they have all three. 
P art of the basis of hope on the 
McGovern side is the theory that Mr. 
Nixon’s support is “3,000 miles wide and 
an inch deep.” T hat’s not the way it looks 
here. Andres is not relying only on 
Gallup and H arris for his political intel­ 
ligence. He is taking his own professional 
polls and the results parallel the national 
findings with slight variation. One poll 
shows that 30 per cent of Ohio Democrats 
intend to desert party ranks and either 
stay at home or vote for Mr. Nixon. 
Both Nixon and McGovern strategists 
see the sam e six states as the vital 
battleground; California. Texas, Illinois, 
Pennsylvania. New York and Ohio. 
Ohio now looks sure for Mr. Nixon — 
perhaps by a m assive, meaningful m ajor­ 
ity.

WASHINGTON — The word that recurs 
to me as this cam paign careens toward 
its end is poverty. Not as an issue, in the 
sense of poor farm workers, welfare 
program s and tax reform s, and certainly 
not in dollars available for politicking. 
The cam paign itself is poor, on both sides 
— em pty of spirit, of eloquence, and of 
any positive meaning in American histo­ 
ry. 
That there is no prospect of recovery 
from this dism ality seem s clear now that 
Sen. George McGovern has made his 
carefully drafted and vigorously heralded 
m ajor address on Vietnam, without per­ 
suading anyone who was not with him 
already. As for Mr. Nixon, he has made 
it plain since sum m er that under the 
favorable circum stances he is not even 
going to take the chance of going through 
the motions.

Left with little from the President for 
either instant or leisurely analysis, we 
are prone to fill our daily space by 
overanalyzing Senator McGovern.

have it working in his own favor. P re­ 
sum ably it also was to regalvanize the 
youth movement to new exertions in 
getting out the McGovern vote. 
And 
perhaps it did succeed in exciting those 
antiw ar legions again, despite their lapse 
into quiet as American casualties in 
Vietnam have dwindled, the end of the 
draft has been assured, and the apparent 
futility of their earlier political enthusi­ 
asm has dawned on them. But as an 
attem ptto broaden his support among 
those w averers who need convincing that 
his Vietnam intentions are responsible 
and honorable, it surely was a failure. 
Unconditional 
surrender has always 
seem ed an absolute phrase. It has been 
used to describe Senator M cGovern’s 
earlier stance on Vietnam. Yet now he 
has gone beyond that to make promises 
that even the enemy has not got around 
to dem anding. Hardly any wonder that 
Hanoi 
is laying out 
its hopes of a 
McGovern victory for the world to see. 
But he is not running for President of 
North Vietnam. If a high percentage of 
Am erican voters rejected his policy be­ 
fore as extrem e, how could he presume 
to win them over by making it more so? 
He thought he could do it by painting 
the w ar in term s gory enough to sicken 
even those millions who have been imm u­ 
nized by its nightly presence in their 
living rooms for most of a decade. He 
recalled "little Kim," fleeing naked and 
burnedfrom napalm ; he alleged that 
"corrupt Vietnamese officials have en­ 
riched them selves putting heroin into the 
veins of a hundred thousand of our G Is"; 
he once again assailed General Thieu as 
if he were our sole reason for being in 
Vietnam. If it is all that bad, Senator 
M cG overn proceeded, then not only 
should we get out but we should take 
away the equipment that would enable 
the South Vietnamese to defend them ­ 
selves after we leave. 


THE ONLY CONCLUSION from this is 
that 
in 21 
months as a presidential 
candidate, traveling the country without 
letup. Senator McGovern has learned 
nothing about the tem per of the Ameri­ 
can people. They have, by now, faced the 
fact that msssive intervention in Vietnam 
was a well-intentioned m istake that has 
to be corrected. They are not willing to 
concede that they, their leaders or their 
sons are m urderers or dupes of heroin 
racketeers. They are not, the m ajority of 
them , ready to vote for a man who insists 
on it. Senator McGovern runs down the 
idea that "face" isinvolved. But another 
word for face, in that sense, is pride — 
national pride — and another word for 
pride is self-respect. 
There is nothing dishonorable about 
cam paigning for peace. Our nation has 
responded to such appeals before, when 
they were phrased to lift our spirit and 
challenge our ideals. George McGovern 
has espoused a new international attitude 
based on idealism , but he has proved 
capable so far only of saying the word 
What this cam paign lacks so desperately 
is a voice that leads in that direction, 
speaks with reasoned eloquence, even if 
on the losing side. Would that Adlai 
Stevenson were back! Instead we are 
surrounded by sm allness, and can only 
wish it were over.

To a 19th century man. solidly planted 
on his sensible earth, the 20th century 
universe as defined by its physical scien­ 
tists (of all people!; would seem indeed a 
“ Looking-Glass” world. What could a 
substantial rationalist like Herbert Spen­ 
cer, 
for 
instance, 
make of the new 
physics of “ negative m ass,” of “ two- 
dimensional time” (“ time flowing back­ 
w ard” ), of Einstein's curved space? 
“ Atoms are not things,” Werner Hei­ 
senberg frantically insisted, more like a 
metaphysician than a quantum physicist. 
Atom s, 
another 
physicist 
w agishlv 
agreed, are waves on Mondays, Wednes­ 
days, and Fridays and particles on Tues­ 
days, Thursdays, and Saturdays. 
“ The history of physical science in the 
20th c e n tu ry ,” concluded Sir Ja m e s 
Jeans, “ is one of progressive em ancipa­ 
tion from the purely human angle of 
vision . . . The universe begins to look 
more like a great thought than like a 
great machine.” 


INEVITABLY, THIS change in defini­ 
tion of the universe has resulted in an 
equally radical change in the definition of 
man — or should have. If the 19th 
century tended to think of man as a 
machine-within-a-machine, shouldn’t the 
20th century, to be consistent, think of 
man as an idea-w’ithin-an-idea? 
Things haven’t quite worked out that 
way. In his new book “ The Roots of 
Coincidence.” 
Arthur 
Koestler argues 
that, paradoxically, as physics has gotten 
mere “ occult.'’ psychology has gotten 
more mechanistic — more inclined to 
compare man to a computer than to a 
, concept. 
K oestler alm ost fretfully announces 
himself a “ reluctant convert” to “ parap­ 
sychology,” which he takes to promise 
, the redefinition of man corresponding to 
the quantum physicist’s redefinition of 
the universe. He quotes with heartfelt 
agreement a friend: “ ESP is a pain in 
the neck. I would be happier without it; 
but it is there.” 
As Koestler implies, parapsychology 
l§cks a certain intellectual respectability. 
The mysteries of telepathic communica­ 
tion and precognition remind sober citi­ 
zens of “ funny goings-on in the darkened 
Victorian parlor.” Furthermore, “sensi­ 
tives" — the people said to have a sixth 
sense — are, Koestler admits, “often 
unpredictable, sometimes of hysterical 
•■.position.” Coming out of the world of 
cut-rate crystal balls on the one hand and 


television stations. He has not worked 
since 1968.

He has been denied a trial because, 
according to Judge Steckler, it is now the 
law of the land that the networks have 
the right to say anything they want to 
about anybody, whether it be true or 
false. In essence this means that CBS has 
become a court. In their self-appointed 
court room, CBS selects those who are to 
be tried, the evidence is to be presented 
and the charges to be made, whether or 
not they be true. CBS is both the prose­ 
cuting attorney and the final judge . . . 


As a former college professor and now 
president of an advertising agency in­ 
volved in mass communications, I am 
interested in this case because, should it 
turn out that such is the law of the land, 
then it is my conviction that such a law 
must be changed. I sincerely hope that 
you will print this letter and encourage 
your readers to support the “Stepin 
Fetchit Justice Fund,” P.O. Box 902, 
Indianapolis, Ind.

the pulpier varieties of science fiction on 
the other, parapsychology has lacked the 
sort of credentials that predispose acade­ 
micians toward a fair hearing. 


BUT NOW, 
Koestler points out as 
cultural historian, all this is changing. 
The P arapsychology Association has 
been recognized by the American Asso­ 
ciation for the Advancement of Science. 
Parapsychology has practically become 
a Russian industry. In 1958 there were 
two publications on the subject in the 
Soviet Union. Eleven years later 70 had 
come into being. Ironically, American 
attentiveness has been further stimulated 
by the knowledge that Russian research 
in ESP was being applied to the Soviet 
manned space program. 


But beyond all the cultural politics, the 
message itself has finally registered. 
“ Something” seems to happen that tran­ 
scends both the laws of sensory commu­ 
nication and the laws of mathematical 
probability. When, for example, “sensi­ 
tives” are given a one-in-five chance to 
guess which card is being turned over in 
the next room, they consistently score 
better than 20 per cent right. The rather 
monotonous evidence, systematically col­ 
lected at least since the Rhine experi­ 
ments at Duke University beginning in 
the 1930s, is being belatedly acknowl­ 
edged for what it is: verified data, proof 
that, well, “something” seems to happen. 


TO ASSUME MORE at this time is as 
tempting as it is reckless. The fact is, 
nobody knows quite what he knows. The 
unavoidable “how-to” book has just been 
published: “How to Develop Your ESP.” 
A TV dramatic series has been whipped 
up about parapsychology, titled “The 
Sixth Sense.” complete with swirling 
mists, spooky montages, and electronic 
music on the soundtrack. The fad is on. 


But parapsychology remains largely a 
matter of questions, even to its converts. 
Koestler concedes telepathy. But what 
about “psychokinesis” ? Can a m an’s 
thought influence the roll of dice? He is 
far less sure. 
Above all, the question persists: 
If 
there is a so-called “sixth sense,” what 
does it tell us about the other five? What, 
finally, does it tell us about man? 
Those labs with their electronic chance- 
games lack the answers. But these ques­ 
tions parapsychology raises are certainly 
among the most fascinating of the mo­ 
ment — questions that seem to have 
nothing to do with clockwork-waxwork 
men.

For Autos In Plan 


A seven-lane transportation corridor 
through San Rafael. San Anselmo and 
Fairfax 
is one of the transportation 
elements 
proposed in the countywide 
general plan. 
The corridor would be composed of six 
arterial street lanes for cars and one lane 
for transit right-of-way. The present total 
mostly four arterial lanes for ( ar« 


consisting of: 
the Second and Third 
Street couplet in San Rafael downtown; 
the Miracle Mile; and the combination of 
Sir Francis Drake and Center through 
San Anselmo and Fairfax. 
The CCPC transportation committee 
opposed this recommendation, arguing 
that it would bring about the certain 
disruption of existing communities. 
A transportation corridor of this magni­ 
tude, with six-sevenths of it devoted to 
automobiles, would result in the destruc­ 
tion of a good many homes and business­ 
es to provide the three additional lanes. 
Since automobile capacity would be in­ 
creased by a full one-third, it would 
discourage transit ridership and would 
confirm the existing formula: 
Biger 
roads lead to more development served 
by autos, which leads to still bigger 
roads, and so on. 
A transit right-of-way is needed. Quite 
possibly, it should be granted from the 
existing pavement. 
But the six lanes for autos look like still 
another revival of the Highway 17 propos­ 
al, and they would have the sam e social 
and environmental effects.

GUATEMALA CITY, G u atem ala - 
Onetime leftist terrorist Alvaro Robles is 
finding it hard to go straight. 
Two years ago, the young Guatemalan 
in his late 20s quit the life of a guerrilla 
and began a return to a more traditional 
life-style. 
He has found the changeover difficult 
and dangerous. 
Obtaining a job and taking a place in 
traditional society after a six-year period 
of terrorist activity proved considerably 
harder than he had anticipated. 
Even more challenging has been the 
constant threat of bodily harm from 
some of his former terrorist associates 
who resent the changeover and also from 
Guatemala’s vengeance-seeking rightist 
terrorists. 
Robles’s situation is not unique. 
All 
over Latin America, and particularly in 
countries such as Guatemala, Bolivia and 
Venezuela where guerrilla activities grew 
to major proportion in the 1960s, there is 
a growing core of onetime guerrillas 
trying to live down their former activities 
and in the process carve out a new way 
of life. 
Like Robles, they are finding the going 
rough. 
“ I knew it would not be easy,” he said, 
“ but it is more difficult than I thought it 
would be. I am something of ar. outcast, 
and I’m branded for what many Guate­ 
malans think was a wrong way to live. 
Yet Guatemala would not be making the 
social and economic changes now evident 
if it were not for the guerrillas. I still 
think I was right in choosing the terrorist 
path when I did it.” 
And he obviously believes he was right 
in opting out of the terrorist role two 
years ago. 
“ Guerrillas have done their job,” he 
said. “ Guatemala needed to change and 
still needs to change much, much more, 
but it would not be changing now if the 
guerrillas had not called for social and 
economic change when they did.” 
Not everyone with whom Robles comes 
in contact knows of his background, but 
many suspect it — as he found out when 
he went job hunting 


Trained as a lawyer at G uatem ala’s 
San Carlos University he discovered that 
not only were legal jobs scarce but there 
were many who questioned why he had 
not sought work immediately after grad­ 
uation. If he answered the question and 
admitted that 
he had been with the 
te rro rists,

Robles was a university student when 
he first joined the guerillas as a “ week­ 
end warrior,” going out into the country­ 
side on school weekends to carry out 
terrorist activities against the govern­ 
ment of Col. Enrique Peralta Azurdia. He 
graduated midway through the term of 
Julio Cesar Mendez Montenegro when 
some of the social and economic changes 
called for by the guerrillas were being 
implemented. It was during this period 
that he began to question if the guerrilla

“ I suppose it was the evidence that the 
Mendez M ontenegro governm ent was 
carrying out reform and improving the 
lot of the peasants in the countryside and 
building social-betterment projects in the 
city for the urban poor that brought 
about my change of thinking,” he said 
“ And even though I did not like the 
election results in 1970, which saw the 
election of Col. Carlos Arana Osorio, it 
seemed to me that the concept of reform 
and change was now so much a part of 
things that there could be no turning 
back. 1 think so even more today, even 
though I do not like this government.” 
One thing that worries Robles is the 
alleged government connivance in the 
Tightest vendetta against te rro rists, 
former terrorists and reform-minded po­ 
litical. labor and educational leaders. 
“ My home has been machine-gunned at 
least six times in the past year — and 
Ojo pro Ojo, one of the rightist terrorists 
groups, has claimed credit for several of 
the incidents.” he said. 
But some of his former leftist guerrilla 
associates also have threatened his life, 
and he escaped capture by a group of 
them when he hid out for a week in the 
home of his aunt and uncle in Guatemala 
City. 
Robles is hopeful that such incidents 
will decline in time, although he is not 
overly optimistic 
He does have a job 
now— working in a bank in Guatemala 
City, doing some legal work, but staying 
as much as possible out of the limelight 
His employer knows of his past record 
and, according to Robles, “ understands 
how I feel.”

According to Groehler, the 
bom bing plans contem plated 
round trip flights from occupied 
France with refueling stops on 
the Azores Islands.

Goren once overroad Ortho­ 
dox Jewish law and ruled that 
religious soldiers could change 
a tank tread on the Sabbath, 
even during peace-time. 
The white-bearded rabbi rea­ 
soned that Orthodox soldiers, 
normally permitted to “ honor 
the Sabbath and keep it holy,” 
had to be prepared for the 
possibility of w ar even on the 
Jewish day of rest. 
“ The old guard has been re­ 
moved.” said Haim Heifetz of 


the Ministry of Religious Af­ 
fairs. “The winners represent 
hope for all. The chief rabbi­ 
nate will be seen for the first 
time.”

CHICA GO - The F e d e ra l 
T rade Commission has spent 
nearly 12 months trying to pro­ 
vide a simple, clear-cut perm a- 
nent-care labeling rule for dry 
cleaning items. 
To date, 
the exam ples set 
forth have led to confusion in 
the 
textile and dry cleaning 
industries, according to the Na­ 
tional Automatic Laundry and 
Cleaning Council. 
Ward A. Gill, council presi­ 
dent 
aid the initial FTC label 
example excluded both petro­ 
leum and perchlorethylene sol­ 
vents. which ruled out all dry 
cleaning, because these two sol­ 
vents account for all of the dry 
cleaning process. 
In July, after m any erroneous 
labels had been put on g a r­ 
ments, the FTC proposed an 
am endm ent 
reading. "P ro fes­ 
sional dry 
clean only,” 
The 
wording eliminate^ a choice to 
the consum er, 
who could be 
paying five tim es more for dry- 
cleaning as com pared to coin 
operated services, according to 
the council. 
The council has endorsed the 
pro po sed 
FT C 
a m e n d m e n t, 
which would read, “ Dry clean 
only.”

daughter herself. 


Abortion isn't alw ays the an­ 
swer. Often the girl becomes 
pregnant again out of guilt or 
regret — and she’s doubly de­ 
termined to keep her baby this 
time. Could not society, which 
helps create these situations for 
grandparents, also try to help 
them ? How about putting the 
unwed young m other on a sort 
of probation? She should be 
clo sely follow ed by a c a s e 
worker, given psychiatric help 
if needed, and if she doesn't 
a s s u m e re s p o n s ib ility in the 
home, her child should be taken 
from her. Why simply give her 
ADC assistance — and her p a r­ 
ents all the work?

Would you believe the day is not far distant 
when checkout service will be speeded up so 
there will be no lines —at least, no long ones. 
Automation is on its way. When it arrives, 
your purchases will speed along a conveyor 
belt w here an optical scanner will record the 
price symbol on each one and 
flash it to a com puter that will 
relay it to an autom ated cash 
register before you have time 
to ask. “ How m u ch ?” 
What will this m ean to the 
con sum er9 
Obviously, it will 
s u b s t a n t i a l l y r e d u c e t h e 
am ount of tim e you will have to 
spend in the superm arket.

IT ALSO will have an effect 
on prices, for it will reduce 
operating costs to the super­ 
m arket. 
This will help to keep food 
prices at a stable level, despite 
in fla tio n , or p ossib ly lo w er 
prices to some extent. 
That is about as far as ex­ 
perts in the field, such as E. 
E d w a rd A shdow n, v ic e - p re s i­ 
dent of the G rocery M anufac­ 
turers of A merica, will go in 
predicting the im pact of indus­ 
try on prices to the consumer. 
It has been estim ated that the 
large sup erm arket chains will 
have to spend

ic check-out system . 
Even so, it is also estim ated 
th at they will be able to save 
about $100 million a y e a r over 
installation costs. 
Automation on such a gigan­ 
tic scale is exceedingly com ­ 
plex, and calls for an entirely 
new product code. 


THIS CODE will be composed 
of 10 digits to identify the m an ­ 
ufacturer, product, size, variety 
and price. 
It will be known as the Uni­ 
versal Product Code, an identi­ 
fication system that will rep re­ 
sent and distinguish between 
m any 
thousands 
of 
different 
m a n u f a c tu r e r s , 
c o m p a n ie s, 
products and prices. 
All this will be unintelligible 
to the shopper, for the price, as 
such, will not be m arked on the 
can or package. But it will be 
posted on the shelf. 
Should she forget the price or 
have some question about it she 
m ay consult one of the closed 
circuit television screens that 
will 
be placed in the store, 
under a proposal put forth by 
one system. 
By putting the code symbol in 
a designated place, the desired 
information —the price — will 
ap p ear on the screen. 
Now, what happens when you 
approach the checkout counter? 
You will unload your shop­ 
ping cart on a moving belt. But 
there w ill be no cash register in 
the usual place, under one plan 
currently being considered. 


THE CONVEYOR belt will 
run the length of the checkout 
counter. A clerk will be sta­ 
tioned at the re c e iv in g end 
w here he. or she, will bag the 
products after they move over 
an optical scanner. 
Either the checkout clerk or 
the shopper will see to it that 
the code symbol is face down 
on the belt so the scanner can 
“ see" it. 
In pilot experim ents, consum 
e rs 
w ere re p o r te d to hav e 
caught on to the new system 
q u ick ly , v o lu n ta rily p lacin g 
their purchases on the conveyor 
belt in the correct position. 
If a package does not move 
past the scanner in such a way 
that the price can be recorded 
by the computer, the belt will 
stop and 
the checkout 
clerk 
m ust replace the item properly. 
W hat ab o u t p ric e c h a n g e s 
and >ale prices? Can the price 
symbol be changed? 
“ To change prices, retailers 
need only adjust the com puter 
— a process that should take 
about 30 seconds,“ according to 
Packaging and Labeling, a hot­ 
line news service for the indus­ 
try.

A W ISPY, energetic woman 


of 71, she has 44 doctors on her 
staff and all but five are wom­ 
en. a far different situation 
than when she began studying 
medicine and women were 
barred from leading positions. 
About half the doctors in China 
are now women, she said. 
“ The women in New China 


are much better off," she says, 
her eyes sparkling. She has 
maintained contact with a few 
colleagues outside China — 
"More are writing me now.” 
In Soochow, one of the garden 


cities of China. 30-year-old Chen 
Yu-ing and her five-year-old 
son live with her parents. She is 
an English interpreter for the 
China Travel Service. Her hus­ 
band is an engineer in Wuhan, 
and they have lived apart for 
five years. 


The correspondents of the of­ 
ficial Hsinhua (New Chinai 
News Agency often do not take 
their wives when they are sent 
abroad. 


Wei Shu-lin runs a factory. 


She has headed the Revolution­ 
ary Committee of 11 members 
at the Peking Arts and Crafts 
factory for the past six years. A 
businesslike woman in her 40s. 
she wears the usual white 
blouse and trousers. The facto­ 
ry makes fine art objects — 
jade and ivory carvings, makes 
lacquer ware and cloisonnerie 
and does traditional paintings. 


Most of China’s women are 


among the 80 per cent of the 
population which live in the 
countryside outside the cities. 
Traditionally, they have worked 
but now things are better. No 
longer are poor peasant girls 
sold in the cities as prostitutes 
nor are they the concubines of 
rich landlords. The landlords 
are gone. 


FOR ALL these things, it is 
doubtful if women yet share 
real political power in China. In 
the Communist party political 
bureau, there were two women 
out of 25 members. One was the 
wife of Mao Tse-tung, Chiang 
Ching. The other was the wife 
of Defense Minister Lin Piao, 
Yeh Chun. 


Mao has revealed that Lin 


was killed last September in a 
plane crash while seeking to 
escape to Russia after trying to 
establish a military dictator­ 
ship. Yeh Chun has not been 
seen since then either.

Inquiry Continues 


LOS ANGELES <UPI> —

On Friday, 
Carson went to the NBC studio 
in Burbank, although it was his 
night off and Joey Bishop was 
subbing for him.

Kahane Must 
Stay In Israel

preme court has overruled a 
lower court and forbidden Rab­

charged or cleared in the at­ 
tem pt to sm uggle weapons 
abroad for attacks against Arab 
guerrillas. 


Kahane originally was forbid­ 
den from overseas travel when 
he was released on $9,500 bail 
Oct. 7 after being held for five 
days of questioning in jail. 


On appeal, a district court 
judge said Kahane could travel 
on three conditions: 
that he 
post $24,000 bond, that he not go 
to the United States, and that 
he return by Nov. 15. 


The states attorneys office 
appealed that decision to the 
supreme court. It overruled the 
lower court Sunday, saying Ka­ 
hane must remain in Israel 
until the smuggling case is set­ 
tled.

LONDON (UPI)—A British 
peer and an art dealer said 
today they possess Mona Lisas 
as authentic as the masterpiece 
hanging in the Louvre in Paris. 


Lord Brownlow, lord in wait­ 
ing to the late King Edward 
VIII. said his version of Leonar­ 
do da V inci’s 16th C entury 
painting of the woman with the 
enigmatic smile hangs in his 
stately country home in Gran­ 
tham, England. 


“ It would be wrong for me to 
debunk that masterpiece that 
hangs in the Louvre and say 
mine is the original.” he said in 
an 
interview in 
the 
London 
Times. “ All I say is that the 
Mona Lisa that hangs on my 
wall was painted on wood by da 
Vinci.” 


Art d ea le r H enry P ulitzer 
said he has one of the two 
portraits which he says da Vin­ 
ci painted of the smiling Mona 
Lisa, a Neopolitan woman who 
posed for him. 


Brownlow has offered to lend 
his painting to the British gov­ 
ernment for showing at a Lon­ 
don festival to mark Britain's 
entry into the European Com­ 
mon Market. Pulitzer has indi­ 
cated he may be willing to 
allow his version to be exhibit­ 
ed at the festival 


France has refused the Bri­ 
tish government's request to 
borrow the Louvre's version. 


“ Like all painters of the time 
da V inci did not just paint one 
subject.” Brownlow said. “ I am 
not the sort of man who would 
hang a forgery on my walls.” 
The Times quoted a unidenti­ 
fied art expert as saying: “ It is 
possible but not very probable 
that more than one Mona Lisa 
was painted by da Vinci. All 
known records refer to only one 
such work.” 


Combination 
Engine Seen

MOSCOW (UPI)—A combina­ 
tion of chemical, nuclear and 
electric engines will power deep 
space rockets by 1980, a Soviet 
rocket designer said today. 


Valentin P. Glushko, 64, one 
of the founders of the Soviet

elderly passengers. 


Glushko said that by the end 
of this decade, chemical en­ 
gines will launch rockets, nucle­ 
ar engines will take them out of 
the dense layers of the atmos­ 
phere and electric engines with 
small thrust will propel them to 
their destination at tremendous 
velocity.

Book Calls 
Kissinger 
Gunslinger 


SAN FRANCISCO ( U P I ) - 
The author of a new book about 
presidential aide "Henry Kissin­ 
ger describes him as a sort of 
“ gunslinger” type of profes­ 
sional diplomat that is new to 
American politics. 


“ Kissinger hired out to Nel 
son Rockefeller in 1968 to gun 
down Richard Nixon for the 
presidential 
nomination.” au- 
thor-attorney Charles Ashman 
said Sunday. 


“He failed to stop Nixon, but 
then joined him as a for-hire 
trouble-shooter. 


“ De Gaulle, the Berlin Wall, 
Red China, Vietnam ... Kissin 
ger handles them all. So he has 
moved up in the Nixon adminis 
tration to 
become the most 
powerful number two man in 
the history of the United States. 


“ England, France and some 
other countries have had diplo­ 
mats who were professionals 
and continued to represent their 
c o u n try th ro u g h n u m e ro u s 
changes in government. 


“ But the brilliant Henry Kis­ 
singer is the first of this ’gun­ 
slinger' sort the United States 
has ever had.” 
Ashman said he even consid­ 
ered using the title, “ H ave 
Brain. Will Travel.” for his 
book on Kissinger. Instead, the 
book has just been published by 
Lyle Stuart, Inc., of Secaucus, 
N.J., as “ Kissinger: The Ad­ 
ventures of Super-Kraut.” 
Ashman said in an interview 
he was astonished while writing 
and researching his book that 
so many of the people he talked 
to had forgotten that Kissin­ 
ger s job at tbfi-1968 Republican 
convention was to “ stop Nix­ 
on.” 
“ At one point, an optimistic 
Kissinger actually told friends 
from Harvard that he felt they 
had stopped Nixon and Rocke­ 
feller would get the nomina­ 
tion.”

Don t look now but the 49ers are running out of 
chances. 
With the real testy part of their season still to 
come, the 49ers have already lost three games. 
When you lose to teams like the Buffalo Bills and 
New York Giants, what are you going to do when 
it comes time for Green Bay, Dallas and Minneso­ 
ta, not to mention Los Angeles and Atlanta, teams 
higher than the Niners in the Western Division 
standings. 
01 late the 49ers are playing very uninspired 
football. Yesterday in the soggy gloom of Candle­ 
stick Park. San Francisco was beaten by a 
supposedly inferior team. New York Giants have 
been playing good football but the personnel on 
the team is not supposed to be the caliber of the 
49ers. That’s why the bookies picked S.F. to win 
instead of losing, as they did yesterday, 23-17. 


THE 49ERS’ SYSTEM of computerized football 
seems to lack the spark of desire. It must be 
there, but it is apparently hiding somewhere. 
Players on the team consistently talk down the 
emotion thing but when a player can’t get himself 
"up” he'll be beaten by an inferior player every 
time. 
Or maybe the 49ers aren’t really as good as 
most fans believe. I tend to think it’s just that the 
players can't get themselves “up” and head coach 
Dick Nolan is not the “win one for the Gipper” 
type. 
The fact is apparent: You don’t win games in 
the National Football League on your record of 
the last two seasons. It is a “now” thing and the 
49ers just can’t get with it. 
Frank Nunley, middle linebacker and defensive 
captain for the 49ers, sat there and tried to ponder 
tlje defeat. 


“IT S DISCOURAGING to get beat by a team 
that I don’t think is as good as we are,” he said. 
“I really don’t have any explanation. I’m certain­ 
ly not going to give up. I’ve seen sicker cats get 
well.” 
Nolan, at his customary position at the end of 
the coaches’ dressing room, sat there and tried to 
answer all the questions from the writers. He 
appeared calm and unbent but you knew his 
stomach was twisting.

A's Rudi, Williams Joy 
After Big Plays Vs. Reds 


CINCINNATI (UPI)—When 
you have just slugged a home 
run for the winning run in a 
World Series game and saved 
the gam e with a fantastic 
catch, which do you figure gave 
you the biggest charge? 


“ I just don’t know,” said 
Oakland A’s outfielder Joe Ru- 
di, who had just done both of 
those things in the A’s' 2-1 
second-game victory over the 
Cincinnati Reds that put Oak­ 
land in the driver’s seat in the 
World Series, two games to 
none. 


“ I’ll take ’em both,” he con­ 
cluded with a grin. 


Rudi hammered his home run 
in the third inning off Cincinna­ 
ti starter and loser Ross Grim­ 
sley, a towering fly ball that 
dropped into the seats in the 
lower deck of Riverfront Stadi­ 
um some 350 feet from home 
plate and made the score 2-0 in 
favor of the Reds. 
T hat’s the way the score 
stood until the ninth inning 
when, with a runner on base, 
Denis Menke of the Reds 
slammed a drive to left that 
had “homer” written all over 
it, or at the very least, “dou­ 
ble.” 
But Rudi, racing for the all at 
what he called “ a slight angle” 
leaped and made the catch 
backhanded before tw isting 
around and falling to the 
ground. 
A lot of Cincinnati fans 
thought m aybe the m ousta­ 
chioed left fielder trapped the 
ball against the wall instead of 
catching it cleanly, but Rudi 
insisted that “it never touched 
the 
w all.”

League umpire Bill Haller, out 
in left field, must have agreed 
because he signalled the out. 


A’s manager Dick Williams 
was asked to compare Rudi’s 
catches with the most famous 
in Series history—those by A1 
Gionfriddo of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, Willie Mays of the 
New York Giants, Sandy Amo- 
ros of the Dodgers, and Ron 
Swoboda of the New York Mets. 
but he balked. 


“As far as I’m concerned,” 
Williams said, “this was the 
greatest because it was made 
for me.” 


Williams confessed that when 
he came to Cincinnati for the 
first two games of the Series, 
he would have settled for a split 
to go home to Oakland for the 
third game on Tuesday all tied 
up. 
“ But not after the first 
gam e,” he said. “Then we wer­ 
e n ’t willing to settle for a 
split.” 
W’illiam s was asked about 
some of the managerial moves 
he made during the game— 
moves that might have come 
into question if the Reds’ ninth 
inning rally hadn’t fallen a run 
short.“ ”1 know I’ve been ac­ 
cused of overmanaging,“ Wil­ 
liams said. ’’Well, I’ve over­ 
managed two games in a row 
now.“ 
W illiam s continued tatoon 
freely and Sunday’s insertion of 
slick-fielding Mike Hegan at 
first base in the seventh paid 
big dividends in the ninth. 
Hegan, called by Williams 
“ the best lefthanded fielding 
first baseman in baseball, and 
that includes Mr. (Wes) P ar­ 


ker,” (of the Dodgers) knocked 
down a possible extra base hit 
off the bat of Cesar Geronimo 
which helped snuff out the 
Reds’ rally. 


Asked why he had taken 
hard-hitting first baseman Mike 
Epstein out for a pinchrunner 
as early as the sixth inning and 
then replaced him with Hegan, 
Williams said. “ I think you saw 
in the ninth inning why he 


1 Epstein) came out.” 
Again. W illiams had Vida 
Blue in the Athletic bullpen, 
although he said after Satur­ 
d ay ’s first gam e the hard- 
throwing southpaw would be his 
starting pitcher in the fourth 
game and would not be called 
on in relief. 
“ My staff and I had a meet­ 
ing and took stock of things,” 
Williams said. “ We felt we 
might be a little better with 
Vida coming out of the bullpen. 
He (Blue) said he was ready, 
willing and anxious.”

Needle Tracks Will Give Away 
The Drug Addict Every Time 


M. C. writes: “Several days ago we heard a 
lecture on drug addiction at a high school 
assembly. The doctors showed pictures of the 
arms of several addicts, and they were 
horrible. Do they all get scars like this? Can’t 
these drugs be taken in tablet form?” 
Narcotics are not very potent when taken 
by mouth. They are usually injected into the 
vein (mainlining), because the drugs have 
more “kick” than when injected into the 
muscle or skin (skin popping). Addicts use 
amazing ingenuity at giving 
--------------- 
themselves injections, even 
without the use of a tourniquet. 
Hard-core heroin addicts may 
receive 1,000 injections a year. 
However, the vein collapses, 
after five or six shots a day. 
But since it is necessary to 
pierce the skin for every shot, 
in time, scarring is noted at the 
needle sites. Soon the scars 
become permanent evidence 
that the individual was or is a 
user. All addicts have these 
scars (needle tracks) that are 
distributed along the center or 
sides of the veins, especially on 
the upper extremities from the 
elbows down. Scars also are 
noted on the hips, shoulders, 
and legs.

clot formation. Ultimately, this 
destroys the vein. Skin abscess­ 
es develop because fewer than 
one in 50 addicts cleans the 
hypodermic and many use un­ 
boiled tap water to dissolve the 
heroin or methadone. 


REPEATED INJECTIONS 
are bound to be traumatic, es­ 
pecially when the addict is lax 
about cleanliness or sterility. 
The skin over the veins not only 
is scarred, but deeply pigment­ 
ed. Apparently this stems from 
inflammation, because it is 
rarely seen in addicts who use 
disposable needles that do not 
need sterilization. In some in­ 
stances, the pigment develops 
only after years of addiction. 
The discoloration may also fade 
in time.

RIO VISTA (UPI>—A draw­ 
bridge which was stuck up in 
the air for 14 hours was open 
for land traffic today but closed 
to ships using the deep-water 
channel from Sacramento to 
the San Francisco Bay area. 
The span finally was lowered 
Sunday after more than a thou­ 
sand motorists, stalled in miles 
of traffic, were forced to detour 
the Highway 12 bridge here by 
taking ferries or alternate 
routes. 
When the bridge was about 35 
feet above road level, some­ 
thing snapped in the mecha­ 
nism which raises the 300-foot 
middle section of the bridge. 
Officials said a dozen large 
bolts were sheared off in the 
gear box of the main drive 
shaft. 
It took about 14 hours for 
mechanics to lower the span.

The bridge was reopened for 
land vehicles but it will be 
closed to large water vessels 
until the mechanism is fixed, 
which may not be until Wednes­ 
day or later.
